Atlanta Fire Toll 


| Rises to 120 Dead 


ATLANTA, (AP)—The Winecoff 
hotel fire death toll climbed to 120 
Monday as multiple invastigations 
were ordered into Saturday's dis- 
aster which was the most costly 
| hotel fire in United States history. 


City, county and federal probes 
were ordered, coinciding with de- 
mands for more stringent safe- 
guards against such tragedies. Sol- 
icitor General E. E. Andrews said 
@ grand jury would study the fire to 
see if there had been any criminal 
negligence, 

The swiftly-spreading blaze razed 
| the brick structure on famed Peach- 
| trea street early Saturday. Scores of 
guests were trapped in the upper 
part of the hotel. They were burned 
to death or suffocated in scenas 
that an eyewitness said “chilled you 
to the depths of your soul.” 

Monday, relatives of missing 
guests toured morgues and mortu- 
aries, looking at bodies which still 
were nameless, One or two may 
never be identified. 

Witnesses told how panic-stricken 
guests swung from 10th and 12th- 
storey windows on flimsy, make-shift 
ropes. A few were rescued, but most 
fel! headlong as flames burned away 
their supports, er they lost their 
grip. 

Others were seen briefly at flam- 
ing windows, shrieking and praying, 
then disappearing into the inferno. 
Some who kept their heads were 
save?

It turned out to) 
be a fireman who had to be treat- 
ed later for back injuries. 

As the firemen moved about 
inside the hotel, they found four 
or five persons wandering around 
in a dazed condition. The firemen 
found one man, not immediately 
identified, calmly sitt'ng in his room 
Me told them he had been reading 
ybout the disastrous Winecoff hotel 
‘ire in Atlanta, and had noted 
that many of the deaths might 
rave been avoided if the guests 
nad staved in their rooms. 

Owing to the destruction of the 
hotel register, it was hours before 
any of those who perished could 
be identified. A few of the victims 
died of suffocation, while others 
were little more than charred heaps 
of bones. 

Hunter, the night porter, said the 
hotel's fire alarm system didn't 
work, and he had to run upstairs 
and yell, ‘Fire! Fire!” He said there 
was no sign of panic at first. Later, 
many guests just leaned out win- 
lows and shouted for help. One man 
who was taking a bath on the top 
floor opened the bathroom window 
and hung from the ledge until fire- 
men rescued him. 

“I have seen lots of grief over- 
seas,” said Dick Rodgers, of Red- 
berry, Sask., an ex-serviceman, “but 
I never want to go through another 


‘such experience. It was awful. Just 


like a wall of death moving down 
on one. I’m not a religious man 
but I did an awful lot of praying 
awful fast.’ 

Escaped by Jomping 

Rodgers, who escaped by jumping, 
suffered burned hands. 

David Harms, of Aberdeen, Sask., 
was one of a group of five who 
crouched on the ledge of a skylicht 
after climbing out of his room. He 
said the flames crept closer and 
closer as they edged back along the 
ledge. Firemen raised a ladder 
through the skylight, and just as 
the group reached safety the fly mes 
on either side closed over where 
they had been standing. 

G. H. Armitage, a telegraph op- 


erator paralyzed from the hips 
down, was carried to safety by 
firemen. 


Fire Chief Wallace said that while 
every man in his department was 
called out, he had “only two men 
on a hose where I should have 
six, We did the best we could with 
what help we had.”

Doubt Molotov 


To Succeed Stalin 


By Charles Nichols 

LONDON, .—In spite of assurances 
by the Soviet embassy here that 
Marshal Stalin is in the best of 
health, speculation over his where- 
abouts and future leadership of 
the U.SS.R. increased during the 
week-end. 

The fact that Moscow radio hasn't 
reported any activities by the 
generalissimo, cembined with the 
fact that for the second successive 
year he was absent from last 
month's celebrations of the Bol- 
shevist revolution, have strength- 
ened indications that if he’s not 
ill he’s at least relinquishing some 
of the more onerous responsibilities 
of office to his iileutenants. 

The Sunday Dispatch printed a 
front-page article by Edouard BE. 
Sinclair, of the Paris newspaper 
France Libre, quoting an “eastern 
European dipiomatist” as saying 
Stalin is suffering from vascular 
troubles and is staying at Abkhazia, 
autonomous Soviet republic border- 
ing Stalin's home province of 
Georgia. Turkish newspapers re- 


cently have reported the Soviet 


leader il] or dying. 
Speculate on Successor 

Whatever his condition, the 
world has turned again to assess 
the chances of his deputies as his 
successor. 

It was always a rule in the early 
days of the Coramunist party gov- 
ernment, when living was uncertain, 
that there should be two men train- 
ed and ready to take over duties of 
all executives. There is is no reason 
to believe this system of succession 
has been changed, 

Most informed speculation about 
Stalin's successor however, is built 
up from this xnown fact: the Com- 
munist party is the core of the 
Soviet government and leadership 
will fall on Stalin’s death to the 
second man in the party at the 
time. Stalin's power derives, not 
from his command of the armed 
forces or as premier, but from his 
leadership of the varty. 

Malenkoy First Choice 

Consequently, the most | likely 
Successor is his neputy, 44-year-old 


heavy-jowled George Malenkov, 
secretary of the party secretariat

A canvass of Canadian public opinion is 
said to have revealed a strong feeling in this 
country against clergymen talking about politics 
in their sermons, 

If “politics” in this instance meant party 
politics, those who expressed themselves so 
warmly were quite right. There would be and 
there is a general shrinking from any tendency 
on the part of the clergy to turn their pulpits 
into agencies of political propaganda or of any 
other kind of propaganda, 

But if the word “politics” were used in its 
wider sense, which it probably was not, then 
those who objected to political sermons displayed 
a very narrow view of the field of religion, 

Certainly every tradition of this country is 
opposed to any marriage between church and 
state. The temporal power of religion is a 
revolting concept to our people, It is a matter 
of historical fact that those countries which 
have submitted to the political domination of 
any sect or creed are the worst governed and 
the most economically unfortunate of any in the 
world, 

But that does not mean that religious prin- 
ciples do not penetrate to every detail of civiliz- 
ed life and that religious teaching does not 
properly apply itself to every phase of human 
existence, 

The man who chooses his political affilia- 
tions and arrives at political conclusions with- 
out due consideration of the religious principles 
involved is choosing unintelligently and without 
full knowledge or recognition of his responsibil 
ities, 

Therefore it is not only the privilege of the 


| pulpit but the duty of the pulpit to offer com- 


| plete religious guidance

Overweight Sa Said | 
Cancer Menace 


NEW YORK, (AP) — A consider- 
able number of human cancers can 
be either entirely prevented by 
avoiding over-eating and = over- 
weight beyond middle age, or at 
least their appearance can be post- 
poned, nutritionists were told. 

This report was made to the con- 
ference on nutrition in relation to 
cancer by Albert Tannenbaum, of 
the department of cancer research, 
Michael Reese hospital, Chicago. 

The prospect of reducing cance 
by diet was based, he said, on a re- 
view of six available insurance sta- 
tistics studies indicating that in- 
dividuals Who were overweight when 
past middle age were more likely to 
die of cancer than were persons of 
average weight. 

It is based also, he added, on stu- 
dies of the effects of limiting the in- 
take of calories on cancer in mice, 
This calory restriction has been 
shown to decrease the incidence of 
every type of cancer studied so far, | 
There are six types. The calory re- 
striction also reduced the number 
of cases of leukemia—blood cancer 
—in mice 

The average calory restriction to 
protect against cancer is about one- 
third, There are, however, no hu- 
man studies to show what would 
happen to men and women who cut 
their calory intake by one-third, It 
would take 20 to 30 years to make on 
man the studies that can be com- 
pleted on mice in two or three 
years,

Usually a small child eats from 
the same higi-sided plate and drin. 
ks from the same mug, but parents | 
should not get into the habit of 
thinking that any food on that 
plate is geing to make the child 
‘want to eat it, Children are appal- 
led by large portions, They know | 
that mothers like a clean plate 
and endeavoring to clean up that 
plate is a task too huge for them 
to attempt. 

ADD SOME color to the child's) 
plate, if it is only a sprig of par- | 
sley, or a bit of fresh, crisp lettuce. | 
or a curly end of endive. Add a} 
sprinkle of egg yolk over the vege- | 
tables, or browned cracker or bread 
crumbs. Make custards interesting | 
with a topping of grated nutmeg 
cr cinnamon. Try crisp curls of car- 
rot or balls or fancy slices of beet | 
as a means of adding color to an} 
otherwise Ppallid-looking meal, | 

Serve some of the soupy foods | 
in small dishes instead of allowing 
them to run over the plate and 
mix with the other foods. Many a 
child cannot endure having one 
food run into another, but such a 
child would enjoy spooning up the | 
vouffle or scalloped vegetables r| 
fish from a ramekin or custard | 
cup or even one of the fluted paper 
cups, 

Children like to hold a bit of 
crisp food in their hands, while | 
they spoon up the soft food that 
fare. So a triangle | 
of buttered toast or cracker, a 
sliver of carrot or turnip or cel- 
ery right out of iced water, make 
the soft foods go down more agree- 
ibly. 

IF PARENTS are alert they

But, in the main, they may take
